The County School 
Superinten- 
dent asks 
for 
14,700 for 
school 
purposes for 
the 
present 
school 
year. 
"With this amount each 
dis- 
trict can 
maintain 
school 
eight 
months, and, with 
eight 
months 
schooling our children will receive 
great 
benefit. 
Heretofore 
many 
districts maintained school but five 
months and tho othor seven months 
children run at largo. 
In 
this 
now 
country 
parents 
havo to work so hard 
and 
contin- 
ually that the homo 
education 
is 
neclected. 
This 
necessitates 
a 
greater interest 
being 
taken 
in 
selecting teachers and prolonging 
tho school term. 
Let our Supervisors 
economize 
in every 
particular, 
but 
to 
cut 
short our school fund is poor econ- 
omy. 
Our 
boards 
of 
trustees 
should understand 
too, 
that 
tho 
law does not intend that thoy 
use 
this lund for building school houses 
and paying back 
debts. 
If your 
district is in debt or you 
need 
a 
new school hoitso tho law intends 
you to levy a district tax to 
moot 
theso wants.

tho Chair appointed 
a committco 
of threo viz. 
W. D. Johnson, J. G. 
Allred and R. A. Allrcd 
to draft 
a preamble and resolutions express- 
ing tho sentiment of tho peoplo on 
tho subject, tho committee 
retired 
and in a few minuts reported 
tho 
following, which was unanimously 
apoptcd. 
Whereas hydrophobia is 
developing to an alarming 
extent 
in this and othor settlements in tho 
valley, 
and 
realizing 
that somo 
action 
should 
bo 
taken 
in 
tho 
matter, 
we, tho citizens ofThatcher, 
in mass meeting assembled, (in tho 
absence of any statutory provision 
to meet tho emorgoncy that now 
confronts us;) adopt tho following: 
Resolved that it is tho expression 
of this mooting that every person 
owning a dog or dogs in this 
pre- 
cinct, 
bo required 
to keep them 
tied up, from and aftor tho date of 
this mooting until tho 30th 
day of 
September 
next, and any and all 
persons in this precinct are hereby 
authorized to kill 
all dogs found 
roming at large between the dates 
above given. 
Resolved further 
that tho 
pro- 
ceedings of this meeting be sent to 
tho Guardian for publication in its 
noxt issue.

BURIED 
TREASURE 


llelng Sought for on the Top ot Mt. Graham. 
Thk Los Angeles Times gives the 
following 
history 
of tho 
buried 
treasure now being sought for by 
B. B. Adams, Henry 
Dowdlo and 
Pedro 
Michelona: 
They havo in their possession an 
old 
documont, 
in 
seventeenth-centur- y 
Spanish that is supposed 
to tell all about tho treasure. 
It is 
all a very pretty story, even if tho 
treasuro dosen't happen to material- 
ize. 
The story is, that in the early 
seventeen hundicds what was then 
Northern Sonora, embracing 
what 
is now California, Arizona and Now 
Mexico was infested by a very dar- 
ing 
band 
of freebooters. 
Thoy 
robbed caravans, ranches and mines 
and 
amassed 
doubloons, 
bullion 
and jewelry in immense quantities. 
This wealth thoy secreted 
on the 
peak of ono of the biggest 
mount- 
ains in the center of the vast region 
.vhero 
they 
held 
sway. 
That 
mountain 
was 
known as Bonita 
Peak, ono of the wildest and grand-.- 
of spots. 
Their last expedition 
was to the southward, in what 
is 
tho Sonora today. 
Hero thoy had 
a battle with tho military and wcic 
all killed except ono, who was bad- 
ly wounded. 
He escaped to tho 
lanch of an old dona and was cared 
for by tho woman. 
She dressed his 
wounds and secreted him, 
thereby 
gaining his intenso gratitude. 
Her 
nursing was 
unavailing, 
however, 
and he grew worse. 
Realizing that 
ho must soon dio he 
informed tho 
old lady of his treasure. 
It was 
cached, he said, on tho top of Ron-it- a 
Peak, in tho mountains 
far to 
tho northward. 
Thero she 
would 
find all tho treasures 
amassed by 
tho band. 
All 
wero dead and 
he 
was dying, and it should 
bo hers, 
in return for her services to a 
flee- 
ing and wounded man. 
Tho rocord 
was laid asido by the old lady, and 
she went on with hor ministration. 
The robber diod. 
The old lady, a 
true typo of tho land ofthomanana, 
thought little more of her treasure. 
Sho 
mado 
no 
effort to find tho 
wonderful Ronita Peak. 
Tho paper 
was handed down through tho cen- 
turies, and not until several years 
ago did it reach any 
ono 
hardy 
enough to go in search of tho treas- 
ure to the northward. 
About three 
years ago, in tho dca'd of winter, 
two 
men 
camo 
to 
Solomonvillo. 
They said 
little of their 
business, 
but soon left for parts 
undnown. 
In a wcok 
or two thoy 
returned 
One of tho men departed 
and tho 
other almo3t 
died of pr.oumonia. 
Tho two were 
treasure-seeker- 
s 
and 
had been in search 
of tho

He Had Scarcely ltcaclicd Ills Iteil When

onstrated lastFriday 
night when 
Mr. Patrick Sullivan, ono of 
Saf-

the night of his death, until about 
half after nine o'clock, was 
sitting 
on his 
poarch 
surrounded by the

drifted towards tho improvements 
he had mado to his residence, and 
he mado the remark 
that ho 
had 
just completed, that very 
day, all 
tho necessary improvements around

homo. 
About half after nine 
tho 
family retired for tho night, 
each 
going to thciv different apartments, 
excepting Mr. 
Sullivan, 
who 
re- 
mained to tako his 
usual 
evening 
bath, after which ho also 
went to 
his room. 
Scarcely 
had 
ho 
lain 
down when he said to Mrs. 
Sulli- 
van that ho had a sensation 
as 
if 
suffocating and that ho must 
have 
more 
air. 
He 
was 
immediately 
assisted to tha window by his wife 
whom ho told to givo him brandy 
and chafo 
his 
hands 
as 
ho 
felt 
numb. 
Being somewhat 
frighten- 
ed. Mrs. Sullivan called Mr. French 
and wifo to her assistance but 
be- 
fore thoy could reach his sido 
tho 
soul of Mr. Sullivan had fled. 
The 
suddenness of death 
among 
tho 
party, who, but a short time before 
had all been together in the best of 
spirits, and apparently tho best of 
health, could scarcely 
bo realized 
and Dr. Chas. II. Porter 
was 
im- 
mediately summoned and informed 
tho sorrowing family that ho was 
indeed 
boyond 
recall 
ami 
that 
death was caused by appoplexy. 
Patrick Sullivan 
was 
born 
in 
Ireland in tho year 1843 and camo 
to Manchester, N. II. in 184G with 
his 
parents. 
He never 
attended 
school after attaining

nino years, but by his own

cation became not only a thorough 
business man, but ono well versed 
on the questions of tho hour. When 
but thirteen years of ago

to Manchester and served

journeyman. 
About sixteen years 
ago ho went to California and was 
employed as 
traveling 
salesman 
for tho Osborno machino company, 
which position he filled so accept- 
ably that ho won a high reputation 
with his employers who considered 
him ono of their ablest agents. 
On 
tho first of last April ho entered 
a 
with Mr. N. P. Ree- 
be, at this place, and dealt 
exten- 
sively in tho Osborno 
machinery, 
and also carried on a 
real 
estate 
agency until the timo of his death. 
About eight years ago Mr. Sullivan 
passed through this valley and was 
so impressed with
